Description of city A “a: before Metz 


New Tonk, August 30.—A correspondent 
of the London Standard, who writes from 
Verdun on Tuesday morning, describes the 
battle which took place at Metz on Suoday, 
August lach, at 1 o’clock. Sunday evening 
the French army, 180,000, was encamped 
ali around Mets. Since the day previously 
a battle was covsidered immirent. Several 
attemp's bad deen made to draw the 
enemy out af the woods they occu- 
pied. The Prussian army of Prince 
Ereder-ck Charles, or rather the 
corpr, row uvited in. Field Marshal Stein- 
metz, had taken its position on tbe road to 
Boulay, at the point intersecting that to 
Borney. The road from Dellenoir and Borney 
up to the forest of that place was occupied 
by the Prussians, part of their division being 
concealed by woods. Skirmishing bad been 
going on all mornicg, but it was probable 
thet no serious engagement would take place. 
At balf-past obe o’clock’ the French troops 
received orders to retreat from their position, 
to go in the direction of Verdun. Is was said 
at two o’clock that the Avant Garde Division 
were crossing the Moselle on a pontoon 
bridge thrown across a few hours 
previously, and the luggage, material and 
provisions of the army were crossing in the 
Girection of Longueville, The equipage of 
the Emperor had already left aud Prince Na- 
poleon first, and half an hour after the 
Emperor himself was leaviog on horseback 
in the same direction. At3 p. m. the Third 
corps, Decaen, the Fourth corps, L’ Admi- 
ruult, avd the Garde Imperial, Bourbaki, 
were preparing also to leave thelr encamp- 
ments, when suddenly the Prussians were 
seen to prepare for battle, and some others 
prepariug for offensive movements in front of 
the woods of Borney and in the direction of 
Grissey end Mercey Les Metz. The 
Frevch troops ucder command of 
Marshal Bazaine were composed of 
the Third and Fourth corps and 
the Garde Imperial. They were frontiog 
Borrey, Grisey and Mercey les Me z, the Im- 
perial Garde forming the reserve near the fort 
DeRuentin. Ata quarter past 4 o’elock the 
attack was commenced. A heavy fire of ar- 
tillery was heard in every direction. The sol- 
diers of the Prussian landwebr were heading 
the Pruseian corps d’armee, The mitrailleurs 
began their deadly work on each side, Con- 
fusion all around. Men falling in every di- 
rection. Columpe whirling round as the bul- 
lets whistled their deadly work throuch the 
renke. A battery of artillery, with & mitrail- 
leur, was making fearful ba voe in the Prussian 
ravks. I beard frantic bravos an- 
nourcing its pew exploits. The fire 
was well directed, the precision 
so great {hat each fire was positively mowing | 
down the Prussian ranks, who were fighting 
8 artillery replying to 
the other and the French batalions 
right aud leit. At 7 p. m. the Prussians were 
making a movement of retreat. A mitrailleur 
had been twice taken from the French, and 
although it is only one of the hundreds of in- 
cidents of battle, I megtion it as it led to an 
important result. For the last hour one of 
the grea efforts of the French bad for its 
object the dislodgmeht of the Prussians from 
the woods of Borney, their troops being pro- 
tected by that nataral rampart. The brave 
Colonel tof the 44th Infantry, d Division, in 
retaking the miltrailleur was the cause of an 
immenge body. o . Prussians emerging 
suddenly from the woods and precipitating 
themselves as an iofuriated torrent on the 
French divtsions. be a pretex', for

FROM PRUSSIA, 


Attempt at Mediation. 

CaRLsrnvnE, Aug. 30,—The Gazette of this 
city bas the following: Last evening the 
Bishop of the city, actuated by a desire to stop 
the effusion of blood, undertook to bring 
about some sort of truce or mediation. With 
this view he went to Sebittigheim, and had an 
interview with Maj. Liczinsky, chief of the 
Piussian Stafl. He urged that the 
bombardment was contrary to the laws 
of humanity and modern warfare. The in- 
habitants hed been denied leave to withdraw 
from the city. The Bishop objgined twenty- 
four hours cessation of the bombardment. 
The Gevernor was accordingly invited to come 
out and examine the preparations which had 
been made by the Prussians for continuing 
the siege. As Major. Liczinsky escorted the 
Bishop back to Strasburg, his «flag of truce 
was riddled with bullets. The bombardment 
continues with guns of the largest 
caliber, and the surrender of 
the city is merely a matter of time, 
Commencement of the Bombardment 

of Strasbourg. 

Brewin, Aug. 30.—An official dispatch, just 
received from Mendelsheim, reports that the 
first parallel was opened yesterday, by the 
South German besieging force, at 700 paces 
from the walls of Stypsbourg. At this dis- 
tance a battery of 42 guns opened on the city. 
The besieged made no reply from the walls or 
citadel. 

MEMEL, Prussia, Aug. 30. —American and 
British vessels arrive at this port and sail un- 
molested. No French cruisers are in sight. 
The entrance to the river Ems and the port 
of Swinemard are still open. The Prussian 
barks Brilliant and Perle haye been captured 
by French eruisers in the Mediterraueau and 
taken to Ovarea.
